FOREWORD. 


RISH Silver needs little introduction. It is appreciated by 
many and understood by not a few. 


It is enough then for us to say that this collection, brought 
together by the late Mr. G. W. Panter, and until now on loan 
at the National Museum in Dublin, is one of the most important of its 
kind, and certainly the finest offered for sale in recent years. 


Though not large numerically, it is representative of nearly 
every type, and is especially rich in examples of the greatest 
periods since the introduction of thé assay—the late 17th Century and 
first half of the 18th—and, furthermore, it will be apparent that 
Mr. Panter strove to obtain the most perfect examples in regard both 
to manufacture and to hall marks; there are very few pieces in his 
collection which are not thoroughly satisfactory in every particular. 


An added interest is provided by the number of Irish provincial 
pieces: the Silversmiths of Cork, Limerick, Galway and Kinsale all 
being represented. Known examples made at Galway are of extreme 
rarity, and Kinsale specimens are scarcer still—none are with certainty 


recorded by Jackson. 


Before concluding, we must mention four pieces. Firstly, the Kin- 
sale ladle (Lot 19) which, with their mace and punch bowl, the Borough 
Corporation thought fit to sell in 1861; secondly, the fine tankard 
(Lot 54) engraved with the arms of Londonderry and presumably at 
one time part of the City plate; thirdly, the chocolate pot (Lot 27), 
which is of the greatest merit and possibly a unique piece ; and lastly, 
Lot 61, the magnificent William and Mary cup from the Carbery 
collection at Castle Freke, one of the noblest surviving memorials of the 
craft of the Irish Silversmith.

The Kinsale Corporation plate, consisting of a Bowl, Ladle, 
and a Mace, was sold in May, 1861, and it is amusing to note 
the prices then realized, viz., the Ladle 6/8d. per ounce, the 
Bowl (36oz.), 6/3d., and the Mace 5/1d. per ounce. They all 
passed into different hands and the Bowl is now on loan in the 
National Museum, Dublin.
